well known bicyeU' league man, made 
claim to its invention and applied for 
letters patent in the fall of that year. 
The patent examiner refused to issue 
the patent upon his showing, \vhereup-. 
on he appealed to tbe board of appeals 
iu the patent office, and the boarG sus- 
tained tbe examiner, but further appeal 
was taken to the commissioner of pat- 
ents, and without giving any. reasons 
therefor he directed that the patent be 
issued. This was done in March, ISOU. 
Elliott assigned the patent to the Hick- 
ory Wheel company, one of Colonel A. 
A. Pope's corporations, which sent but 
circulars of warning to manufactur- 
ers, dealers and buyers threatening to 
institute suits against ail who dared 
to put a pneumatic tire on a sulky or 


i use or sell a pneumatic tired sulky oth- 
er than their own. Elliott came west 
and proposed to sulky manufacturers 
;o charge them 5-50 royalty upon each 
sulky manufactured, this in tnra to be 
charged to the horsemen and drivers. 
W. S. IJYazier & Co. refused to recog- 
nize the validity .of the patent, and by 
the direction of Colonel Pope suit was 
brought against them for infringement 
iu March, 1S94. 


The plaintiff took evidence all over 


the United Staten to support his pat- 
ent nnd among' others tbe testimony 
of the late Robert Bonner, J. Malcolm 
Forbes, J. H. Stciner and Charles S. 
Caffrey. Tbe case was hotly contest- 
ed, as it iu«aut a big sum of royalty 
to the plaintiff should he sncceed. Some 
startling evidence v.-as adduced in the 
case. Frazier & Co. employed agents 
all over the United States to gather in- 
formation, and upon the taking of the

•were naturally much alarmed over tbe 
outcome of the unheard-of accident, 
and in the'excitement everybody was 
prescribing what to do. Some were for 
pouring emetics down his throat, oth- 
ers suggested the stomach pump or a 
knife as the. only means of sav.ag his 
life, while others were for dosing him 
liberally with oil. 
"While questioning 


the boy regarding the 
size, and so 


forth, of the hook, merely to gain time 
for thought, iny husband, calling com- 
mon sense to his aid, directed that the 
boy be allowed to eat all the solid 
food he could manage to digest, being 
aware that the safety of the delicate 
organs through -widen the hook mast 
pass depended-solely on imbedding its 
cruel points In a mass of solids, so as 
to protect the surrounding tissues. The 
amount of bread, meat, potatoes and 
other solids that that boy managed to 
put out of sight that evening aston- 
ished even those who knew something 
of the capacity of a boy's stomach.
